Washington Memorabilia 

Note;. — The Relics of General Washington, together with the Wash- 
ington Memorabilia as catalogued below, have been consigned to us by 
a private collector who, several years ago, acquired the relics at private 
sale of Mr. W. Lanier Washington, a direct descendant of two of Gen- 
eral Washington's brothers, through whom, and through intermar- 
riages in his family line, he has inherited many important relics of 
General Washington. 

Mr. Washington has disposed of nearly all of his inherited relics 
through private and public sale, but he has prepared separate state- 
ments, under afBdavit, setting forth the history and line of descent to 
him of the various relics now offered, which in many instances will 
accompany them to their respective purchasers. 

I Lock of General George Washington's Hair. Neatly 
mounted in a frame, with a type-written description. An 
affidavit of genuineness will be given the purchaser. 

The Lock of Hair accompanying this statement is from the ' 
head of General Washington. 

It ivas cut soon after his inauguration to the Presidency of^ 
the United States, attd was giveti to his niece, fane Washing- 
ton, who married her half first-cousin, Colonel William Augus- 
tine Washington, the eldest nephew of General Washington., 
It was encased in a gold brooch and worn by fane Washing- 
ton until her death, when it ivas inherited by her son, Coloner 
George Corbin Washington, my great-grandfather. He gave 
it to his niece, Frances Washington. 

Frances Washington tvas the youngest child of Bushrod' 
Washington, a brother of George Corbin Washington, who, 
upon the death of her father in i8jo,when she was two years: 
old, was taken into the home of her uncle, George Corbin 
Washington, and reared as one of his own children, and' 
where she remaiued a member of his household until his death 
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.^m 1854.. George Cor bin Washington having but one living 
child at the time of his death, namely. Colonel Lewis WtUiam 
Washington, divided the relics that he had inherited betiveen 
him and Frances Washington, the latter receiving the above- 
described brooch containing General Washington^ s hair and 
other relics of General Washington. 

Frances Washington died childless and ivithout direct issue 
in ipoo ; and, a feiv years prior thereto, she gave the relics 
she had received from George Cor bin Washington, including 
this brooch and hair, to his grandson, Major James Barroll 
Washington, my father. As this lock of hair was of extensive 
proportions , my father removed the most of it from the brooch 
and divided it into several smaller lots, some of which I in- 
herited, of which the above-described is one. 

2 Impression in Red Sealing Wax of Gen. Geo. Wash- 
ington's Seal. Neatly mounted in frame, with type-written 
description, accompanied with an affidavit of genuineness. 

This is an impression from the silver seal which was worn 
hy Washington while on the Expedition zvith Gen. Braddock, 
and which was lost at that time, but found by Daniel Boone 
Logan in 184.2, who restored it to Gen. Washington's great- 
nephew, Colonel Geo. Cor bin Washingtoti. 

J Brandy Glass. Owned and used by Gen. Washington 
at Mount Vernon, accompanied with affidavit as to its 
genuineness. See plate. 

This is one of a set which Washington gave during his life 
.to his oldest nephew. Colonel William Augustine Washington, 
from whom they were inherited by his son. Col. Geo. Corbin 
Washington, zvho gave thetn to his niece, Frances Washing- 
ton, who was the youngest child of Bushrod Washington, who 
bequeathed this one to Major James Barroll Washington. 

,4. Tall Wine Glass. Owned and used by Gen. Wash- 
ington at Mount Vernon, accompanied with affidavit as to 
its genuineness. See plate. 

This is one of a set ivhich Washington gave during his life 
Jo his eldest nephew, Col. Wm. Augustine Washington, from 
whom they were itiherited by his son, Col. Geo. Corbin Wash- 
ington, who gave them to his niece, Frances Washington, who 
•was the youftgest child of Bushrod Washington, who bequeathed 
.this one to Major James Barroll Washington. 
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5 Cut Glass Decanter. Old English Rose Glass, with 
stopper, accompanied with affidavit as to its genuineness. 
See plate. 

This is one of a pair zvhich Washington gave during his 
life time to his eldest nephew, Col. Wm. Augustine Washitig- 
ton, from whose estate they were inherited by Col. Geo. Corbin 
Washington, and while in his possession otie was broken, and 
this remaining one he gave to his niece, Frances Washington, 
who was the eldest child of Bushrod Washington, who gave it 
to Major James Barroll Washington. 

6 Mahogany Fire Bellows. Owned and used by Gen. 
George Washington at Mount Vernon, accompanied with an 
affidavit as to its genuineness. 

This was inherited from Gen. Washington' s Estate by Judge 
Bushrod Washingto?i, who gave them to his nephew, Col. 
Geo. Corbin Washington, who gave them to his niece, Frances 
Washington {the youngest child of his brother, Bushrod Wash- 
ington), who gave it to Major Jas. Barroll Washington. 

7 Shell Button from Gen. George Washington's Dress 
Coat. Neatly mounted in gilt frame, accompanied with an 
affidavit as to its genuineness. 

This button was given by Martha Washington to her 
nephew, Geo. Washington Basseti, who married Betty Burnett 
Lewis, who gave it to her daughter, Ella More Bassett, the 
second wife of Col. Lewis William Washington, and was in- 
herited by her son, Wm. d' Hertburn Washington, attd from 
him acquired by his nephew, Lewis William Washington. 

Washington's Silver Camp Cups 

8 Two Silver Camp Cups Owned by General Washington. 
Used by him during the War of the Revolution. Made by 
Edmund Milne, Philadelphia, 1777. Size, inches high; 
2^ inches wide at the top; 2^^ inches wide at the bottom. 
See plate. 

These cups were given by General Washington, during his 
life, to his nephezv. Colonel William Augustine Washington, 
and are probably one of the most valuable and interesting 
relics of General Washington in existence. A reproduction of 
Milne's original bill for the making of these camp cups is 
shown in this catalogue. {The original bill is not offered for 
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sale^ The name of the maker is stamped on the bottom of 
each cup. The cups show considerable use and wear and are 
retained in the state in which they left Washington' s hands.. 

These are tivo, of tzvelve cups, made under order of Gen. 
Washington, by Edmund Milne, one of our early Philadelphia 
Silversmiths. They were made for use in camp, as the fac- 
simile of this original Bill of Milne's will testify. Specimens 
of this make of silverware are excessively rare. 

On each cup is the original engraved letter " W," and there 
is engraved on each cup by a later heir, "Camp Cup owned 
and used by General Washington during War of the Revo- 
lution!' 

9 Gold Seal. An extra large Carnelian Seal with a beau- 
tifully executed intaglio portrait of Washington, set in heavy- 
solid gold. 

It is believed to have been presented to Gen. George Wash- 
ington by some person of zvhom we have no record. It was 
given by Gen. George Washington to his nepheiv, Judge 
Bushrod Washington, and it is said to have been worn by him 
on his ivatch chain until a short time before his death, when 
he gave it to his nephew, George Corbin Washington, who 
gave it to his grandson. Major James Barroll Washington. 

Martha Washington's Secretary 

lo Colonial Mahogany Secretary, serpentine front, with 
drop leaf for writing, beautifully carved inner drawers; on 
the drop leaf is inlaid the Custis Coat of Arms. Heighth, 
3 ft. ID in., width 3 ft. See plate. 

This Secretary will date back to about 1735, and it is, with- 
out exception, the finest piece of American Colonial furniture 
I have ever offered for sale, and is probably the finest piece in 
existence. The drop leaf is neatly and beautifully inlaid with 
white holly, with the Custis Coat of Arms, bearing the name 
John Custis, and the motto, "Victory be thine," and on the 
first drawer iri the base the maker has inlaid his name 
and presentation to Jno. Custis, viz., " Presented by Rob* 
McFarland." 

It belonged to John Custis fth, born i6y8, died i'J4g. He 
was the son of the third John Custis, and was a Colonel in 
the service of Virginia. He married Frances Parke, and had' 
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two children, viz., Fanny Parke Cusiis and Daniel Parke 
Custis, ivho married Martha Dandridge , afterwards the wife 
of General George Washington. The inlaying on the desk 
refers to the Father-in-law of Martha Washington, who in- 
herited it from him and her first husband's estate. It is said 
Martha gave it to Gen. Geo. Washington as a wedding 
present, and that it luas used much by him. 

This desk zvas found in the early 'yo's by a sister of the late 
Coroner Dr. Wm. Ke^tt Gilbert, of Philadelphia, while on a 
visit to Mount Vernon. It was in the house of one of the col- 
ored servants, to whom it had been given by Martha Wash- 
ington, and was thickly covered with mould and dirt, as if it 
had been in a barn or stable. For a moderate sum she pur- 
chased it and presented'it to her brother, who had the dirt and 
mould removed, under zvhich was disclosd the inlaying. An 
affidavit as to the above facts will be given the purchaser. 

Mount Vernon Washington Chair 

II Mahogany Chippindale Chair. The top rail is neatly 
carved, as also the ends. The splats are plain open-work. 
Cabriole legs terminating in bird's claw and ball feet, with 
removable seat covered with modern blue brocatelle. 

This is one of eight chairs which General Washington had 
in his dining room at Mount Vernon. They were brought 
from Mount Vernon by Miss Abigail McLean of Wilmington, 
Delaware, before the Civil war, aftd before the regents now 
in charge of Mount Vernon took it under their care. Miss 
McLean purchased the whole of the eight chairs, five of which 
she parted with to her grandfather , Daniel Lanimot. An 
affidavit as to the above facts will be given the purchaser. 

-12 Arm Chair. Period of Louis XVI, of French manufac- 
ture, upholstered back and seat in modern silk tapestry. 

This chair was originally finished in white and gold, but 
has been painted black. It formerly belonged to General 
Washington. On a silver plate attached to it is the folloiving 
inscription : " Presented after Washington' s death by the mem- 
bers of his family to Genl. Sam. Smith. After Gen. Smith's 
death purchased by John B. Cannon, Baltimore, Md." 

This chair is doubly interesting from the fact that it first be- 
lotiged to General Washington and afterwards to the celebrated 
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Gen. " Sam " Smith, who was a noted Revolutionary patriot, 
being a captain in Col. Wm. Smallwood's Regiment of the 
Maryland line ; and it zuas he who seized the papers of Gov- 
ernor Eden of Maryland; Promoted to major in 1^76, lieu- 
tenant-colonel in lyyj , and put in command of Fort Mifflin by 
Washington , where he was seriously wounded ; he took part in 
the hardships of Valley Forge, distinguished at Monmouth, 
appointed Brig. -General of the Militia of Baltimore in 17^4, 
and Secretary of the Navy under fefferson. 

13 Washington Gold Seal Ring. A solid hand-carved 
gold ring, with intagUo portrait of Washington in red car- 
nelian. 

This ring tvas presented to one of Washington' s nephews 
and has bee?i in the possession of the family since the latter 
part of the 18 th century. 

14 Napoleon Seal. Mounted in solid gold, with black 
intaglio portrait of Napoleon. Finely executed, and of a 
contemporary origin^ 

15 Contemporary Washington Watch-key. Solid gold^ 
surmounted by a standing figure of General Washington, 
in uniform, 15-16 of an inch in heighth. 

The smallest full-length figure of Washington known, and 
a very rare bit of Washington memorabilia. 

16 Washington Breastpin, mounted in gold, with a shell 
cameo profile portrait of General Washington. Exquisitely 
carved. 

17 Washington Patch Box. Battersea enamel, with por- 
trait of Washington in enamel on the hinged cover; the 
body of the box is in cobalt blue. 

A very fine and choice old piece of this rare enamel. 

18 Contemporary Washington and Lafayette Snuff- 
Box. Solid silver, engraved with minute profile busts of 
Generals Washington and Lafayette, in uniform, on the lid, 
each ^-inch in heighth, separated by crossed swords, in 
double scrolled medallion. 

Fine old piece. 
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19 2 Bronze Buttons, worn at the inauguration of General 
Washington as President of the United States in 1787.. 
Neatly mounted in morocco case. 

The buttons are not alike, being ttvo varieties. One has ij 
links, with a capital letter of each State in the links ; in a: 
circle, in the border of is inscribed " Long live the President"' 
The other is much plainer, having only a " G. W." in t he- 
centre, with a scroll on the outer margin, inscribed " Long- 
live the President." Very scarce. 

20 Contemporary Silvered Bronze Full-length Figure: 
OF General Washington, in uniform, with a scroll in the 
extended right hand, the left hand holding a hat and resting 
on the hip. Oxidized patina on square moulded base, orna- 
mented with band of acanthus leaves. Heighth 8 inches. 

21 Bronze Placque of Washington. An exceptionally well- 
chased profile portrait of Washington, facing left,, and wear- 
ing hair in a queue, with rich old patina in contemporary 
gold wood frame. Heighth 5^ inches; width 4^ inches- 

22 Contemporary Bronze Washington Inkstanb, bearing; 
in the centre a full-length figure of Washington, 2^ in, 
high, on circular pedestal, with two glass ink wells, covered? 
with round bronze tops; length 8^ in., width 4^ in. 

The fig ta e of Washington is among the smallest we have ever- 
seen. Lt represents the first President in an easy posture, hisr 
right arm crooked with hand restiug on hip; the left hand^ 
grasps a sword, which is Iteld at the breast, and a military 
cloak is draped over the arm ; the whole is unusually well' 
modelled, and is characteristic in feature and figure. This< 
inkstand is said to have been owned by Judge Bushrod Wash- 
ington and used by him at Mount Vernon, but the oivner isi 
unable to give a definite certificate to that efiject, as it came^ 
into his hands by purchase. 

23 Two Washington Curtain Knobs. Battersea enamel,,, 
bearing a portrait of Washington on each in colors, over 
which is a scroll, inscribed "Gen! Washington." Copper- 
frames and screws with rich antique patina, mounted 00s 
mahogany block. 

An unusually large pair, 2]/^ in. diameter. 
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-24 Pressed Glass Plate, made in the style of a cup-plate, 
with portrait of Gen. Washington with his name in the 
centre, surrounded with a wreath of thistles, elaborate scroll 
work on the outer border. Mounted in deep walnut frame 
on black plush. See plate. 

This plate is a little chipped on the edge, but it is exception- 
ally rare in any state. 

1^5 Wedgwood Portrait of Washington. An original and 
choice specimen of Wedgwood's best work. The portrait 
is after the Wright type, and is of white porcelain laid on a 
blue background. Oval. In contemporary gilt frame. 

;26 Bartolozzi Memorial Medallion. An exquisite me- 
dallion painted on ivory by Francisco Bartolozzi, of a 
guardian angel supporting a little child in the clouds, over 
which is a scroll, iusribed "of such is the kingdom of God." 
'Mounted in solid gold. Oval, surrounded with 24 brilliants. 
On the back is engraved "Thos. Pares born 31I* March 
J785 Aet 2 years." In morocco case. 

An exquisite piece, and a beautiful and rare specimen of 
the great Bartolozzi' s artistic work. 

37 Washington and Laffayette Staffordshire Handled 
Mug. Decorated in black on white background, with 
medallion portraits of Washington and Lafayette, ovals, in 
ornamented border, supported by an eagle with outspread 
wings, from whose beak flows a ribboned scroll, upon which 
is inscribed their names. Very rare ; slightly cracked. 

•3.% A Similar Mug, in yellow glaze, decorated in red, in 
the same manner as the preceding. Has been repaired. 

..29 Early Lustered Staffordshire Naval Pitcher. Deep 
crackled cream ground, enriched with pink lustre bands, and 
decorated with two portraits in black, one inscribed " Deca- 
tur," surrounded with shipping and naval war implements, the 
other inscribed "Brown," surrounded with view of Niagara 
Falls and naval war implements. Handle repaired. Heighth 
4 3-8 in. 

In commemoration of Commodores Decatur and Brown. Rare. 

30 Washington Staffordshire Tall Pitcher. Beautiful 
old cream glaze, decorated with a medallion in black de- 
picting a monument, with a small medallion portrait of 
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Washington on the base, with the inscription, " First in 
War, First in Peace, First in Fame, First in Virtue." On 
the plinth is an eagle supporting a liberty cap in its beak, 
on either side of which is inscribed, " Born 1732, Died 1799." 
To the right of the monument are two advancing figures, 
one in military uniform, to the left the Goddess of Fame 
and an Indian, at the base a boy rechning on a flag, the 
whole surrounded with a border of links, in each of which 
is the name of thirteen States ; on the other side of the 
Pitcher is a full-rigged sailing vessel in colors, with the in- 
scription beneath, " South Carolina"; on the front of the 
Pitcher is an oval medallion, with a border, with the inscrip- 
tion, "A Man without example, a Patriot without reproach," 
beneath which is a wreath of acorns enclosing the initials 
" T. H." Beneath the handle on the back is an eagle with 
spread wings. Heighth 1 1 inches. Excessively rare. 

3 I Old Staffordshire Deep Plate. With view of Race 
Bridge, Philadelphia, in lilac color, with the inscription on 
the back, over a scroll, "Jackson's Warranted." Diameter 
9 in. Very rare. 

32 Two Lafayette Deep Plates. In dark blue Stafford- 
shire ware, with a representation in the centre of the "Land- 
ing of Gen. Lafayette at Castle Garden, New York, 16 
August, 1824." Diameter 7 3-4 in. Scarce. 

33 A Similar Plate, with the same view. Diameter 8 3-4. 

34 Washington Pewter Platter. A large circular Pewter 
Platter, with a repouse full-bust portrait of Gen. Washington 
in high relief in the centre. On the upper margin is engraved 
"Washington," on the lower margin the American eagle; on 
the back is the hallmark, somewhat obHterated, but I make 
out " C. H. Zinn, EngHsch," and on the back upper rim is 
engraved "H, B., 1792." Diameter 15 1-4 in. See plate. 
Excessively rare, the only one I ever saw. 

35 The Will OF General George Washington. To which 
is annexed a schedule of his property, directed to be sold; 
also an interesting correspondence between Lord Buchan and 
our Illustrious Fellow-Citizen. Fredericks-Town : Printed 
and sold, wholesale and retail, by Mathias Bartigis, at his 
English and German Printing-office. i6mo, boards. [1800] 
This is much rarer than the Alexandria Edition of 1800. 
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Franklin's Masonic Trowel 

36 Solid Silver Open-work Masonic Trowel, with ebony 
handle, which belonged to Benjamin Franklin, and has his 
arms engraved on the blade. See plate. 

This highly interesting and most important relic of the Great 
Philosopher and Statesman, Benjamin Franklin, can be used as 
a pie or fish knife, it was inherited by Ms daughter, Sarah 
Bache, and by her bequeathed to Beitjamin hranklin Bache, 
by him to Hartmau Bache, and by him to Albert Bache, and 
by him to the present owner and member of the family. It has 
never been out of the possession of the family. An affidavit 
as to the above facts will be given the purchaser. 

37 Washington Staffordshire Punch Bowl. Beautiful', 
cream colored glaze, decorated on the inside with a full- 
rigged sailing vessel in colors, underneath which is the in- 
scription " South Carolina," and the initials "J. H.;" on the- 
outside is a portrait of Washington, after the C. W. Peale 
type, surrounded with an ornamented scroll, on which is in- 
scribed "His Excellency General Washington;" beneath the 
scroll "Commander-in-Chief of the Forces of the United 
States of America & President of the Congress ;" to the 
left is another vignette, representing Washington in military 
uniform with sword in hand, at the head of some soldiers,, 
on the sea coast, with shipping in the distance, the whole 
encircled with scrolls and war implements and flags. In the 
scroll the words " By Virtue and Valor we have tree'd our 
Country, Extended our Commerce, and Laid the Founda- 
tion of a Great Empire ;" to the right is another vignette of 
a scroll surmounted with an eagle and war implements and 
figures of the Goddess of Agriculture & Plenty on either 
side ; in the centre is inscribed "Peace, Plenty and Inde- 
pendence." Diameter 10^ in.; heighth 41^ in. Been 
neatly repaired. Very rare in any shape. 

38 A Large Lowestofft Mug, with handle. Beautifully- 
decorated with flowers in colors. Heighth 61^^ in.; di- 
ameter 5 in. 

The largest and most beautiful specimen I have ever sold. 

39 White China Inkstand, with bronze fittings. 
Belonged to Nelly Custis, the adopted daughter of General 

Washi7igton, and said to have been used by the General. Affi- 
davit will be given the purchaser.

40 Mahogany Footstool, with embroidered upholstered 
top, the handiwork of Nelly Custis, the adopted daughter of 
General Washington. 

This was inherited by the present owner, a direct descendant. 
An affidavit of genuineness will be given the purchaser. 



41 Eleven Dessert Plates. Royal Sevres. Beautifully 
decorated with Napoleon " N " and Crown in Centre, with 
Cherubims on either side, and Garland of Roses in Colors; 
wide deep blue borders, highly encrusted with gold; on the 
back in red is the Napoleon "N," with Crown, "Dorea, 
Sevres, '67," and beneath " S. V. 59" in green in a border. 



A beautiful example of this most noted ware, while under 
the control of the Napoleon Dynasty, xvith the official imperial 
crest and number, not to be confounded with commercialized 
Sevres ware. 

42 Silver Bas-relief Portrait of Gen. George Wash- 
ington. An early American bust, after the Houdon type. 
Profile facing to right. Exquisitely chiselled in solid silver. 
On old black velvet, in contemporary mahogany round frame. 
Height of bust 2 in. Frame 6^ in, in diameter. 



43 Washington Snuffbox, with a beautifully painted minia- 
ture on ivory of Gen. Geo. Washington. The box is made 
of elm root. Diameter 31^ in. 



/ have no hesitancy in attributing the portrait to Archibald 
Robinson, the well-known miniaturist and contemporary of 
Washington, who painted his portrait from life. 

44 Washington Snuffbox, with a beautifully painted minia- 
ture on ivor}/ of Gen. George Washington. The box is 
made of elm root, with tortoise-shell lining. Diameter 
2^ in. 

This portrait is of the James Sharpless type, and probably 
painted by him. Very fine.

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45 Washington Square Locket. An antique gold locket, 
with a beautifully painted three-quarter length portrait on 
ivory of Gen. George Washington. After the celebrated 
Painting by E. Savage. Mounted as a hanging pendant. 

Very fine and exquisitely painted. 

46 Washington Locket. Antique gold locket, with a fine 
miniature portrait on ivory of Gen. George Washington. 
After the Gilbert Stuart type, with the initials "S. C." 
engraved on the back. 

TAis ivas probably executed about 1800, if not during 
Washington' s life. It is a beautiful rendition of the accepted 
portrait by Stuart. 

47 Washington Miniature. An exquisitely painted minia- 
ture on ivory of Gen. George Washington, in military uni- 
form. After the Trumbull portrait. Li contemporary orna- 
mental gilt frame. 

Painted in the early part of the last century. 

48 Washington Miniature. A finely painted miniature on 
ivory of Gen. George Washington. After the celebrated 
portrait by Gilbert Stuart, in contemporary gilt frame. 

A very interesting and zvell-executed portrait, painted in the 
early part of the last century. 

49 Miniature of Franklin. A Contemporary Miniature on 
Vellum of Benjamin Franklin, after the Duplessis type, in 
circular contemporary frame. 

A pleasing portrait of the great philosopher in the conven- 
tional fur-collared coat. 

50 Ivory Miniature of Hannah Caldwell Ogden. The 
daughter of Captain John Ogden, who married Rhoda Pier- 
son, in oval gold locket frame, with her hair in the back. 

This beautifully executed portrait of a handsome young lady, 
with the De Genlis lace cap and collar, was, I think, painted 
by James Peale, as it bears all the impress of his careful touch, 
lifelike coloring and exquisite drawing. Hannah Caldwell 
Ogden' s father was a captain in the Revolutionary war, where 
he served with distinction. He is buried in the graveyard of 
the Presbyterian Church at Newark. 
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5 1 Portrait of Timothy Pickering. Engraved by St. 
Memin. Original impression, in antique black frame. 

52 Battersea Enamel Box. Beautifully decorated in colors 
with Birds and Flowers, slightly chipped, but a very good 
specimen. 

53 Antique Silver Hunting Case Watch. Made by Henry 
F. James of London. 

54 Antique Open Face Watch. Made by Tobias of 
London. 

Rare Old Fans. 

55 Ivory and Real White Lace Fan, with floral decora- 
tions in water colors. 

56 Beautiful Mother-of-Pearl and Real Lace Fan. 
Made in the early part of the last century. Needs repairing. 

57 A Beautiful Carved Mother-of-Pearl Fan. Inlaid 
with gold, gold bullion lace -work, with water-color medal- 
lion in water colors, by Jolivet. Needs repairing. 

58 Fan of Canary Bird Feathers and Ebony. 

59 Black Silk Spanish Fan. Decorated with flowers in 
water colors. 

60 Decorated Ivory Fan. Watteau style.

The envelope in 
which the hair was received, with Major King's writing de- 
noting the fact, accompanies it, as well as an affidavit as to 
the above facts. 

Charles Dickens' Coin Purse 

67 Silk Coin Purse, woven with gold beads. Used by 
Charles Dickens, the great English Novelist. 

This purse was bequeathed by Dickens to Chas. Fechter, the 
noted actor and confidential friend of the great author, who 
presented it to the wife of our late Coroner, Dr. Wm. Kent 
Gilbert, of Philadelphia. It is accompanied by two autograph 
letters of Chas. Fechter, substantiating this fact. In one he 
says: 

" Here is the purse I promised. Will you tender it to Madame 
Gilbert, for her kind acceptance as a material • Souvenir ' of her 
favorite author, and ray lamented friend Chas. Dickens. I have seen 
it in his dear hands many, and many a time, it was left to be given 
me, among other things, after his death. Would he could use them 
still." This letter is dated Feb. 2, 1873. It seems that Mrs. Gilbert 
was slow in acknowledging the gift, as in another letter of Fechter' s 
dated New York, Feb. 5, 18^3, to Dr. Gilbert (and which also goes 
with the purse) he says : " Have you safely received the Dickens purse, 
I sent for Mrs. Gilberts' kind acceptance," &c. A more interesting or 
better authenticated document could not be found.

In this letter he shows his deep friendship for Mr. Fechter, 
and proposes writing a play for him. I quote it in full. 
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"My dear Pechter. 

On Friday in next week, I hope to have the great pleasure in seeing 
you here, at half past five of.clock. It is possible not very probable 
that some private business may take me out of town in the course of 
next week. I am therefore not quite certain when I may be here, 
but I am pretty sure to be here every day (except Wednesday) at 12 
of clock. 

My idea of a Play that might be done for you, under our joint direc- 
tion, is founded on home love, on forgiveness, and on your national 
life as a Frenchman, I would have two periods in it ; one, when France 
and England were at war ; the other when France and England are 
in alliance and at peace. In the first period, I would lay the scene in 
France and make you a man devoted to animosity towards English- 
men, because your son, — brother, — what you will — has been slain in 
battle. In the second period, I would make you the son of the very 
man, with feelings so changed by the blessed change of the times, as 
that you satisfy yourself you best Venerate and honor your brave 
fathers memory & marrying into the family against whom the old 
animosity existed. And you never tell them the old story, but keep 
it in your own breast. 

I think I see here, a means of great popularity, and of a fine domes- 
tic play, and of a perfectly new situation — individually and nationally 
for you. 

Au reste — my instinct (like yours) seldom deceive me, and I have 
a hearty interest in your undertaking and in you, and hope to prove 
myself a good and useful friend at your right hand. ' ' 

This letter is accompanied with a letter from Chas. Fechter, 
dated April 2j, i8y2, presenting it to Mrs. Gilbert. 

"Willie has told me that Mrs. Gilbert was a fond admirer of my 
poor Great Dickens? and that anything recalling him, would please 
her, as a souvenir. I enclose for her kind acceptance a letter from 
him, written with his own pen, and in his true, genial, friendly 
manner."

RELICS OF JAMES MONROE, OF 
NAPOLEONIC ORIGIN 

All the following items belonged to James Monroe, his wife- 
and his daughter, and zvere presented to them by various mem- 
bers of Napoleon's family and Court during the term of James: 
Mojiroe, zvhile Minister from the United States to the Court 
of France. His daughter, Eliza Kortrighf Monroe (who- 
married Judge Hay) was a scholar at the celebrated school of 
Jeanne Louise Henriette Genest Campan, better known as 
Madame Campan, zvho was Lady of the Bed-chamber to the 
unfortunate Marie Antoinette , and her most intimate confidaiite, 
and narroivly escaped death in the attack on the Tuilleries, in 
lygs, after which she opened her celebrated school under the 
sanction and protection of Napoleon Bonaparte, and it was at 
this school that Hortense, the daughter of Josephine Beauhar- 
nais (afterzvards the zvife of Napoleon) was educated, at the 
time James Monroe's daughter attended the same school, which 
resulted in a very close friendship between Hortense Beau- 
harnais and Eliza Kortright Monroe, and which lasted 
throughout the zvhole eventful life of the daughter of the un- 
fortunate. Empress Josephine, and when Jiliza Kortright 
Monroe married Judge Hay she presented him zvith a lovely 
daughter, and zvas requested by her friend, Hortense Beau- 
harnais {the daughter of the Empress Josephine by her first 
marriage), who had married Louis Bo?iaparte, and was then 
Queen of Holland, to grant the favor to herself and her bro- 
ther. Prince Eugene Beauharnais, to stand, by proxy, God- 
parents to the little daughter, zvhich request was granted, and 
the child was named Hortensia, after her noted God-mother .. 
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These reliques therefore bear a sad remembrance of the glori- 
ous days of Napoleon, of his lovely and saintly wife, Josephine, 
of her two children, Prince Eugene Beauharnais, Viceroy of 
Italy, and Hortense Beauharnais, Queen of Holland, and the 
■ever faithful friend of them all, Madame Campan, whose 
guiding hand had conducted them to the paths which led 
Jo their eventful lives. Affidavits as to their genuineness will 
accompany each lot.

Eugene de Beauharnais luas the son of fosephine, ivho was 
ike tvife of Viscount Beauharnais, and afterwards the wife of 
Emperor Napoleon. After the marriage of Napoleon, with 
his mother, he accompanied the latter to Egypt, in 1798, and 
"was severely ivounded at Saint- featt-d' Acre. He was dis- 
tinguished at Marengo {1800), where he obtained the rank of 
Chef-d' escadon. In 18 o§ he was appointed arch-chancellor 
of state, grand officer of the legion of honour, and Viceroy of 
Italy. He married Amelia, the daughter of the King of 
Bavaria, and was soon afterwards declared by Napoleon his 
adopted son, and heir-apparent to the crown of Italy. He 
took a prominent part in the Russian campaign of 18 12, and 
after the defeat of the French succeeded Murat in command of 
the Army. For his conduct on this occasion he was much 
praised by Napoleon, and his masterly retreat from Moscow 
saved the remnant of the French forces. In 18 14. he zvas 
compelled to relinquish Italy to the Austrians, upon which he 
retired into Bavaria, ivhere he was made Prince of Eichstadt 
and Duke of Leuchtenberg. He died in 182^.

Hortense Eugenia Beauharnais ivas the daughter of Jose- 
phine, wife of Viscount Beauharnais, and afterwards wife of 
the Emperor Napoleon. Her personal charms and amiable

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character rendered her a favorite of Napoleon, and the orna- 
ment of his Court. Against her oivn inclinations, and through 
the influence of her mother, she became in 1802 the wife of 
Louis Bonaparte. In 1806 her consort Louis was made King 
of Holland, and she thereby became Queen of Holland. She 
was the mother of the Emperor Napoleon III. In 18 10 Louis 
abdicated the throne of Holland, and was separated from his 
wife, who returned to Paris, and at the Restoration of 18 14. 
she zvas created Duchess of Saint- Leu. Louis XVIII. , after 
an interview with her, declared he had never seen a ivoman 
who united so much grace and dignity. After passing through 
many trying events she died in i8j'/.

Madame Campan, as she is better knozvn, was the wife of 
M. Campan, and a lady of the bedchamber of Marie Antoinette, 
and her most intimate confidante, and continued to serve her 
until the attack on the Tuileries, in I'jg2, zvhen she nearly lost 
her life. She afterwards opened a boarding school at Saint 
Germain, which became celebrated, and was patronized by 
Napoleon and Josephine. About 1806 the Emperor founded 
a school at Ecouen, and chose Madam Campan as superin- 
tendent. She died in 1822, leaving her admirable memoirs 
of Marie Antoinette. 

Note.— BAROIM FRANCOIS PASCAL GERARD, the 
Artist who painted the three above described Portraits, was born in 
Rome, March 14, 1770. He was a pupil of David, and won the 
Second Prize in Rome in 1789. About 1792 he settled in Paris, and in 
1800 his reputation was established when Napoleon appointed him his 
official portrait painter. He executed many important works under 
the Empire, and was patronized by Louis XVIII., Charles X., and 
Louis Philippe. He was created by Napoleon an officer of the legion 
of honour, Chevalier of Saint Michael, and afterwards a Baron by 
Louis XVIII. As painter of portraits he ranks among the greatest 
European Artists of recent times. 

These portraits are doubly interesting as they were painted at the 
time he was appointed official painter to Napoleon, who ordered him 
io execute these for his step-daughter, Hortense Beauharnais, Queen 
of Holland. 
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Miniature of Mrs. James Monroe. An exquisitely- 
painted Ivory Miniature, nearly half length, by Sene, signed, 
in contemporary gold bronze circular frame.

This is the portrait of the wife of President James Monroe, 
and really and truly it is a lovely picture of a very beautiful 
woman.

The artist 
had a lovely subject to paint, and knowing this, his whole 
heart entered into the task, consequently he has produced in the 
most subtle colors, and enticing techniqtie, the features of 
one of nature's masterpieces, a beautiful woman. Caruson 
ranked the highest among the court painters of the Napoleonic 
Empire, and lucky was the person ivho could employ his ser- 
vices. The social standing of his subject, and the friendship 
of the Napoleon family secured this favor, and here tve have 
one of the most lovable productions from his masterly brush. 
Like the preceding, this must be seett to be appreciated. 

Miniature of Queen Hortense. An exquisitely painted 
Ivory Miniature, full bust, by Louis Francois Aubry, signed, 
in narrow gold enameled frame, with lock of her hair on the 
back, mounted in an extra, contemporary gold frame. 

This is the portrait of Hortense, the lovely and accomplished 
daughter of Josephine Beauharnais, by her first husband, and ' 
who afterwards married the Emperor Napoleon. It depicts 
her as a beautiful little school maiden, who was fated to be- 
come the wife of Louis Napoleon, King of Holland. The artist 
had an important personage to depict, a special favorite of the 
great Emperor, he knew and felt the importance of the Com-

Mrs. Monroe's Set of Aquamarines, consisting of a 
necklace cross, long pendant ear-rings and bracelet clasps, 
mounted in solid gold ; the stones are diamond cut ; the 
necklace is formed of 25 large aquamarines graduating from 
an. extra large centre stone weighing about 60 karats to 
a smaller stone weighing about 4 karats.

Pistols used by Henry Clay and John Randolph 
of Roanoke in their Duel 

io8b 2 pair of Duelling Pistols, with all the appurtenances, 
in mahogany cases.

These are the original pistols used in the celebrated duel 
between Henry Clay and John Randolph of Roanoke. They 
were presented by the family of John Randolph to Chandler 
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Price of Virginia, and were inherited from his estate by 
his son, R. Butler Price of Philadelphia, who, in 18^4, pre- 
sented them to the father of Mrs. E. D. Hutchinson, the present 
owner. 

The cause of the duel was that, John Randolph in 1826, who 
was at that time a Member of Congress, made a bitter attack 
upon the integrity and veracity of Henry Clay. Clay imme- 
diately challenged Randolph under the code to vindicate him- 
self on the field of honor. The duel was fought on Saturday, 
April 28, 1826, on the ri^ht bank of the Potomac River, above 
Little Falls Bridge, Virginia. The pistols used by Randolph 
had a hair-irigger adjustment, and when the principals in the 
duel were properly stationed, Randolph's second handed him his 
pistol, zvhich had been set to the hair-trigger. Randolph, not 
knowing this, his pistol was prematurely discharged and the 
ball penetrated the ground, Randolph immediately turned to his 
second. Colonel Tatnall, and remarked 'P protest against the 
hair-trigger !' Colonel Tatnall took the blame for having set 
the hair-trigger upon himself. Mr. Clay, who had not yet 
received his pistol, remarked that the fire was clearly an acci- 
dent, and it was so decided by all interested ; both principals 
then took their positions and exchanged shots with each other 
without effect further than that Clay's second btdlet pierced the 
folds of the white flannel wrapper that Randolph ivore at the 
time. Randolph then refused his second fire and offered his 
hand, which Clay accepted.

Valley Forge Letter of Washington 

109 Washington, George. Commander-in-Chief of the Con- 
tinental Army. First President of the United States. The 
greatest man of modern times. Letter, signed, 2 pages, 
folio. Head Quarters, Valley Forge, May li, 1778. To 
Thomas Wharton, President of the State of Pennsylvania, 
Lancaster, with five signatures on franked address. 

A very important military letter in reference to recruiting for 
the Continental Army, betiveen the lines of which can be read 
his intention for some offensive movement in the near future. 
At the time this letter was written his little army of heroes had 
about emerged from the fearful sufferi^ig of a terrible winter 
at Valley Forge. The British were in possession of Phila- 
delphia, which made it necessary to establish the seat of gov- 
erment at Lancaster for the time being, and that is where 
this letter is addressed. 
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"I was duly honored with your favor of the 5th instant. It is mat- 
ter of regret, that the want of arms and the other causes you assign, 
afford but an unpromising prospect, as to the number of militia, which 
might be drawn out from the State, on any emergency. 

The Quarter masters and Commissary's departments are still far 
from being upon the footing we could wish, not having yet had time 
to recover from the disordered and defective State, in which, they have 
been for a considerable time past. This circumstance and the imper- 
fect success which has heretofore attended the business of drafting 
and recruiting in the diffeient States, and consequently the slow 
manner, in which the reinforcements for the Continental army come 
in, will of necessity obstruct and retard our operations, for some time, 
particularly as the succours of militia which may be reasonably ex- 
pected, on occasions are not the most flattering. On this account, we 
shall perhaps have no instant call for a large number of militia. I am 
fully sensible of the disadvantages that accrue from drawing the farm- 
ers and tradesmen from their respective employments, and should, by 
all means, wish to avoid it, as far as the good of the service will pos- 
sibly permit. 

But at the same time, that I would not wish to have the Militia 
called into service a moment sooner than their presence in the field 
is essentially requisite, it is highly necessary that we should be, in 
every respect prepared for events, and so order matters, that the whole 
force of the Militia, might on any sudden exigency be immediately 
drawn forth, in aid of the Continental troops, whether it were for the 
purpose of defence or offence. I therefore beg leave to recommend, 
that some plan may be digested without delay, for holding the militia 
in constant readiness, to take the field when called upon, in the most 
expeditious manner and at the shortest notice. 

The situation however, of this army is not such, that we can dis- 
pense altogether with the assistance of the militia for ordinary service. 
I must still request the exertions of the State to keep up a body, be- 
tween the Delaware and Schuylkill, for the protection of the country, 
consisting of not less than 400 men. These I shall aid with detach- 
ments of Continental troops. 

Whatever temporary inconvenience may attend the disuse of substi" 
tution, I am persuaded will be salutary, if persevered in. The use of 
it is certainly a very great impediment, to the growth of the Conti- 
nental army, the filling which, ought to be the first object of our atten' 
tion. For the same reason, that I dislike the practice of substitution, 
I should not wish to see the prospect of raising State-Regiments, for a 
short term of service, adopted. This service would be preferred to a 
more permanent one by a number of persons, who would be willing 
to engage in the latter, if there was no alternative."

It is 
proper for me to say here, that it was necessary for me to have a de- 
scriptive list of the collection at the earliest possible moment, as I 
had set the date for this sale before I received from Mr. Wallace an 
intimation that he wished to sell. Consequently he has sent me his 
rough list, which I have tried to improve, in hopes that my patrons 
may be familiar enough with the subjects, not to require a further 
elucidation of the items enumerated.
